4.  The  shoulder  girdle,  ribs  and  sternum.  The  upper  limb. 
Developmental  and  growth  abnormalities. 

5.  The  pelvic  girdle  and  lower  limb.  Developmental  and 
growth  abnormalities. 

The  Articulatory  System 

7.  Joints,  Types  of  joints.  Movement  at  joints. 


8.  Joints  of  the  vertebral  column.  Radiological  aspects. 

9.  The  sacroiliac,  symphysis  pubis,  and  hip  joint  complex. 
Radiological  aspects.  Joints  of  the  lower  limb. 

10.  Joints  of  the  shoulder  girdle  and  upper  limb.  Radiological 
aspects.
